Each 
of  the  three  colleges,  Chatham  College  for  Women,  College  for  Continuing  and  Professional  Studies 
and  College  for  Graduate  Studies  are  overseen  by  a  dean  specific  to  that  school.  The  May  1st  event 
was  not  entirely  business,  however.  The  campus  community  was  treated  to  a  concert  by  the  local 
band  Sonji  while  enjoying  a  picnic  and  cake  in  the  beautiful  May  weather.  Chatham's  Maypole 
tradition  was  also  resurrected  for  the  celebration.  Students  were  given  the  opportunity  to  add  items 
to  a  time  capsule  to  be  built  into  the  restoration  of  the  Mellon  Pool,  now  the  Mellon  Board  Room.

We  chose  to  recreate  the  Maypole  dance  (not  an  easy  thing  to  do,  as 
the  last  Maypole  dance  that  was  held  on  this  campus  happened  long  before  the  advent  of  video 
cameras)  to  celebrate  our  rich  and  historic  tradition  as  a  women's  college,  as  well  as  our  rich  and 
exciting  future  as  a  university. 

These  are  exciting  times  to  be  a  student  at  Chatham  College  for  Women.    Each  year  brings  larger 
incoming  classes  and  more  applications.   Our  students  continue  to  excel  in  the  classroom  and  on  the 
athletic  fields.   The  Class  of  2008  has  had  many  leaders  in  renewal  and  change,  including  the 
reinvigorated  Cornerstone.

Interest  in  the  basketball  team 
ran  high  at  the  start  of  the  year  with 
more  than  20  young  women  expressing 
desire  to  join  the  team.  The  final  roster 
for  the  team  totaled  14.  The  Cougars 
are  a  young  team  with  seven  first-years, 
five  sophomores,  and  two  additional 
upperclasswomen. 

During  the  first  game  of  the 
season,  the  Cougars  made  Chatham 
history  by  scoring  a  (school) 
record-breaking  102  points  in  the 
Chatham  Tip-Off  Tournament.  The 
team  won  their  game  on  opening  night 
against  Penn  State  New  Kennsington  but 
lost  the  championship  game  against  La 
Roche. 

The  team  then  moved  to 
Presidential  Athletic  Conference  (PAC) 
competition,  squaring  off  first  against 
the  preseason  favorite,  Washington  & 
Jefferson.  Though  playing  well  against 
Washington  &  Jefferson,  Chatham 
struggled  in  games  for  the  remainder  of 
the  fall  semester. 

The  New  Year  saw  the  tide  turn 
for  Chatham;  the  women  recorded  not 
only  their  first  PAC  win  against  Grove 
City  College,  but  also  its  first  road  win 
in  the  conference. 

With  continued  work.  the 
Cougars  look  to  be  a  powerful  contender 
in  the  PAC.

Chatham  hockey  produced  their 
best  season  to  date  this  year.  After  ten 
straight  seasons  without  a  single  victory, 
the  Cougars  finally  earned  their  first 
win  against  SUNY  Oswego  on  Sunday, 
January  20th,  at  Oswego.

Chatham  history.

Several  players  also  participated 
in  a  "Hockey  'n  Heels"  event  with  the 
Pittsburgh  Penguins  to  raise  awareness 
about  the  athletic  achievements  of 
women  in  ice  hockey.  The  entire 
Chatham  community  is  looking  forward 
to  the  ice  hockey  team's  continued 
success!
